By wisdom 1 nu-an the yew r and the 
fiis|io4ition to make a right and eflcctivc usi of uur faciiltits and cur 
I i:.nvled;;r, a happy adaptation of ourKlvcs and our resources to our 
:ircumstance*. 

The criticism of school and college i« often wide of the mark. 

"Mere." say men. "is x.inr liaclulnr of arts ten years out of colleye and 
he has accomplished little or nothing. Hia diploma is good for nothing 
except to hold on its back the record of his lamentable failure to do any- 
thint;. Me lias not half tlu wisdom i,( his iiei^-hlior wli<> never law a 
college." \ ery likely. Itut his diploma docs not certify that he has wi». 
<lum. Wisdom ii taught by kmg and varied experience. Neither school 
nor f.'IKj;.- can entirely usurp the place of that rare Ira. lu r. ex()erience. 
Her tuition is oiieii frightfully dear and she soiiietiiiics fails of large 
risuiis. 

Into the world, this great gymnasium of training in wisdom, yon 
are about to enter. It becomes you to enter moikstly, with your senses 
keenly alive to all which is to tie taught you. If you do enter thus, that 
is one of the best proof* that you -have already attained a fair degree of 
wisdom. 

Kate then your knowledge at what it is really worth. It is a tre- 
mendous addition to your power, if you use it with wisdom. But do not 

i trust it akme to carry yoa to sncccsa. Do not make an datentatiotu dis- 
pia\ of it. The w.irtd knows pretty well how mmh ami how little it is 
worth by itself, .\void all pedantic eccentricities and learned conceit.
